Large Quantity Of Explo­ 
sives Discovered In 
Houseboat. 


New York, Sept 21—With the pros­ 
pect that the Wall street bomb blast 
possibly may be added to the nation's 
list of great unsolved crime myster­ 
ies, the federal- county and municipal 
detectives today settled down to a 
long and systematic hunt for 
the 
bomb maker or 
makers 
and 
com­ 
menced to eliminate clues and theories 
that have so far yielded no (result. 
One hundred and twenty hours have 
elapsed since the exprosion in front of 
J. P. Morgan and Company, but no., 
an arrest has been made. 
The grand jury investigation which 
began yesterday has produced no evi­ 
dence which would materially aid the 
investigators in solving the mystery. 
If the witnesses who were summoned 
to testify today are unable to give 
any valuable evidence it is likely that 
the grand jury will turn to other 
m atters tomorrow. 
Detectives Hopeful. 
Detectives were not hopeful that 
the discovery of 350 pounds of smoke­ 
less nowder on an old houseboat off 
Plum' Island, in Jamaica Bay, could 
be linked up with the Wall street out­ 
rage. A quantity of T N. T. was re­ 
moved from the same boat 
several 
months before the explosion occurred. 
The houseboat had been abandoned 
long ago. 
No one knows the owner. 
One theory that the craft belonged to 
a German sympathizer 
or German 
plotter during the war and that the 
explosives had been secreted for at­ 
tempts upon American munition fac­ 
tories. 
Another theory was that the 
boat originally had contained a law­ 
ful consignment of explosives, but 
had broken away from its 
mooring 
and drifted into Jamaica Bay.

ever samples of the powder 
seized 
upon the craft are under examination 
at police headquarters and at Fort 
Hamilton.

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TOM WATSON AS A SAMPLE BRICK 
OF THE POLITICAL 
POLICY OF THE SOLID SOUTH. 


The election of Thomas 
E. Watson to the 
United States 
Senate from Georgia deserves more than passing notice from the 
rest of the country. 
It puts in the foreground a dangerous type 
of Southern politician and it gives a valuable sidelight on the 
social and political status of the people who elected him as their 
representative. 
Watson is a fair example of that Southern leadership which 
elects to be led rather than to lead and which prefers to take the 
easy way among an illiterate following. 
There is no issue in 
Georgia save the negro, and consequently the successful candidate 
is usually the one who engenders the most bitter race hatreds. 
Watson is a Georgia cracker only with respect to his political 
tenets. In purely mental attainments he is perhaps the foremost 
living Georgian. 
He has 
been a powerful political 
figure in 
Georgia for over twenty years. 
His turn to race prejudice as a 
political issue dates from the latter half of his career and is in 
itself an indictment of the social and political status of his state. 
There is no real vital issue in Georgia politics. 
There is not 
strength enough, nor indeed brains enough, in any social or 
economic group to raise a legitimate issue. The poor whites live 
and die poor whites, cursing a fate that placed them alongside 
of the negro in the race of life. 
The aristocrats, so-called, live 
and die aristocrats, aloof and unconcerned over the condition of 
this vast body of poor whites. 
There are neither the resources 
nor the opportunities for quick riches such as exist in the North. 
The sons of the men who were leaders in Georgia fifty years ago 
are as a rule the real social and financial leaders of today. 
Watson is the exception which does not alter the case with 
respect to the illiterate, poor whites. 
He is distinctly one of 
them, both as to birth and training. 
But having risen above 
his own class through sacrifice and unquestioned merit, he has 
not striven to raise their political standards or to widen their 
mental horizon. Instead he has fallen in with the most illiterate 
citizens in their crusades against the negro. The negroes are to 
be kept forever from voting, are to be kept in ignorance and are 
to be lynched occasionally as a matter of discipline. The Watson 
policy and in fact the whole Solid South policy solely revolve 
around the issue of keeping some race or group down. 
And that is the real curse of Georgia. 
Whatever of talent 
there might be among the leadership of Georgia falls in with this 
accepted policy. Business, big and little, bows to it. 
The leader­ 
ship of the press and pulpit makes no determined effort to sup­ 
plant it with a better issue. -In the meantime, thousands of 
negroes leave yearly for other more enlightened communities.

Marion, Sept. 21.—“We are fighting 
today for the .came thing's you fought 
for fifty years ago—the preservation 
of Amercain nationality and the con­ 
stitution,” declared Senator Warren G- 
Harding, addressing from his front 
porch yesterday a gathering of several 
hundred G. A. R. veterans in their 
worn blue uniforms and faded cam­ 
paign hats of the ’GO's. 
“You fought a great Warr that Amer­ 
ican nationality and the con situ ition 
might be preserved. 
And I pledge 
you as the son of a G. A. R. vet- 
h-an that the inheritance you passed 
to us will not be dissipated in false 1 
ideals of internationalism. 
“I would rather ‘break the heart of 
the world’ than destroy the soul of 
America.’’ 
The veterans stopped off in Marion 
en route to the national °ncampment 
at Indianapolis- They mad? a brave : 
showing, marching haltingly through 
the streets of Marion to the rousing 
strains of a fife and drum corps. Re­ 
ceived with them at the front porch 
was a delegation of several s c o t *' Ken­ 
tucky and Tennessee Republicans, who . 
through a mix-up in plans, came today 
instead of tomorrow when they were 
expected. 
“Have you eWr stopped to think,” 
said Senator Harding, “that we were 
led into the great civil war through 
an ambiguity in our constitution Real , 
izmg that ambiguity in our own con-
